A Mohammedan Rosary 

It was my high privilege as 
Chairman of the World Peace 
Commission to attend the opening 
session of the Conference for Limi- 
tation of Armament, called by 
President Harding at Washington 
during the early months of his ad- 
ministration. 

Among the high commissioners 
attending, representing the world 
powers, was an interesting and ex- 
traordinary personaiity. In any 
group of distiguished men he would 
attract immediate attention by his 
manner, attire, color, conduct. ang 
character. 

While every other head was un- 
covered, this high commissioner 
kept his hat on. During the shir 
tion of the President’s pastor, all 
stood save this one man. Whcn 
the President of the United States

}was introduced to deliver his ad- 


dress of welcome, all stood with 
bared heads but this one high com- 
missioner representing more than 
250,000,000 people, who kept his 
head covered, following the custom 
of his race, station, religion and 
nation. His white turban was 
wound closely round his head, and 
climbed to a great height, setting 
like a pyramid upon his finely 
chiseled, dark - skinned, dignified 
head. 


Around his neck was a string of 
beads which he fingered with rev- 


erence, pushing them from right to 


lieft, one by one, until-he made a 
complete circuit of his neck. He 
presented a weird and mystic ap- 
pearance ,until one inderstood the 
significance of his orieatal adorn- 
ment. 

He was the commissioner from 
India, a high caste prince from 
that land of mystery, a Muhamme- 
dan nobleman. There he sat in si- 
lence, pushing his beads, at times 
moving his lips in inaudible speech. 
He aroused-my curiosity, and I re- 
solved to learn the significance of 
his Oriental adornment. 

Introduced by an official of the 


government, I made bold to inquire, 


“What is the significance of that 


string of beads around your néck?” 


“String?” said he. “This is not 
a string, pushing the beads close 
together to disclose its character 
and color. “That,’ said h,e “is a 
golden cord that binds my soul to 
my Allah God.” 


“And the beads?” -I inquired. 
“Beads ?’”’ said he, ‘“‘These are not 
beads, they are gems, gems of glo- 
ry; they are jewels, jewels of joy; 
they are pearls, pearls of paradise! 
This is my Rosary,” he said. “Each 
one of these gems, jewels and 
pearls, 99 of them in all on this 
cord of gold, represent the 99 beau-

Bible Revivals Through Prayer 


EVANGELIS1' JOHN R: RICE 
sient Bible Examples Prove That Revival, The Special Visi- 
tation of the Holy Spirit, Comes Directly Through Prayer 


"O Lord, revive thy work in the midst of the years.'' —Heb. 3:2. 
"Wilt thou not revive us again; that thy people may rejoice in 


thee?" —Psa. 85:6. 


Throughout the Bible we have 
heartening and thrilling examples 
of revivals that came in answer to 
prayer. God’s people prayed. Along 
with their prayer was confession 
and humility and long supplication, 
with repentance. God heard. His 
Spirit moved upon hearts; they 
turned to God and were wonderful- 
ly forgiven. As a result many souls 
were saved. The discerning heart 
can see that. in both the Old Testa- 
ment the essentials were the same. 
Revival came, soul-winning came, 
in answer to prayer. 


|. Old Testament Cases of Revival 
In Answer to Prayer 


a. The revival under Elijah at 
Mount Carmel. A terrible declen- 
sion and falling away into idolatry 
and sin came to Israel in the days 
of Elijah. Other prophets were put 
to death. Wicked queen Jezebel 
and spineless Ahab ruled. Four 
hundred and fifty prophets of Baal 
ate at the King’s table. Elijah, 
God’s prophet, prayed, and it did 
not rain for three years and six 
months. Then he called Israel to 
Mount Carmel, and erected an al- 
tar to God, put a bullock on the al- 
tar over wood, soaked with water. 
Then he prayed that God would 
send fire from Heaven to burn the 
sacrifice and would turn the hearts 
of the people back again. Fire fell 
from Heaven; the offering, the 
wood, the stones, were all con- 
sumed and the people fell on their 
faces, saying “The Lord, He is 
God.” It was genuine revival. The 
prophets of Baal were killed. No 
doubt mutitudes of people were 
genuinely converted and turned 
in a living faith to God. And this 
came in answer to the prayers of 
Elijah, as you see in I Kings 18, 
especially verses 36 to 39. This re- 


vival certainly came directly in an- 
swer to prayer. 

b. The Ninevah revival under Jo- 
nah. Ninevah was a great heathen 
city, full of idolatry, and God sent 
Jonah to warn the city of impend- 
ing destruction because of their 
sins. Jonah ran away from God, 
was swallowed by a great fish that 
God had prepared, and in the belly 
of the whale, he cried mightily to 
God. When, after three days and 
nights, God had Jonah cast forth 
on dry land, he went to Ninevah 
and preached. We are told, “So the 
people of Ninevah belicved God, 
and proclaimed a fast, and put on 
sackcloth, from the greatest of 
them even to the !-it of them.” 
(Jonah 2:5). Even the king left 
his throne, put on sackcloth and 
ashes, and commanded the people 
to cry mightily unto God, let them 
turn every one from his evil ways, 
and from the violence that is in 
their Hands (Jonah 2:8). AS a 1¢e- 
sult of Jonah’s prayers, and of the 
prayers of the people, the city «as 
spared, and multitudes turn:d to 
God in a mighty revival. This re- 
vival was the result of prayer; tle 
prayers of Jonah and of the peni- 
tent people. 

c. The revival under Mordecm 
and Esther. While the children of 
Israel were in captivity, Esther, a 


Jewish girl ,became queen. Wick-- - 


ed Haman plotted the destruction 
of all the Jews. Esther and her 
maidens fasted 


fasted 
with the Jews in Shushan the 
palace. As a result, Ahasuerus was 


moved of God to give Esther her 
request. The Jews were savedina 
great deliverance, and Haman was 
hanged. But there followed a great =

tiful names of Allah, the God of 


_ the Koran, the holy book of my re- 


ligion, and I was worshipping my 
Allah God, calling upon him by ev- 
eryone of the 99 beautiful names 
by which he is known in the book 
of my religion. I challenge you,” 
said he, “I challenge you as a 
Christian, to match my Rosary.” 

“I have a better speaking’ ac- 
quaintance with my Allah than 
you have with your Christ, know 
my Allah by his full name, and 
I challenge you to match me gem 
for gem, jewel for jewel, pearl for 
pearl.” 

And I could not. I could not ac- 
cept the challenge of a man from a 
pagan land. I was brought up in a 
Christian home, in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord, with a 
family altar, the songs of Zion, and 
the daily reading of the Bible; but 
here was a man from a pagan land, 
to which we send missionaries to 
change its religion to ours, who 
had a better speaking acquaint- 
ance with his Allah God than I 
had with my Lord Christ, and who 
could call him by everyone of the 
beautiful names by which he is 
known in the book of his faith. 
‘My Rosary,’ he said, “my Ros- 
ary!” 


A Protestant Rosary 


I resolved to have a Rosary of 
my own, seen by the eye of God 
alone: invisible though it might be 
to the eye of man. I began writing 
down one after the other all the 
names of our Lord. I could call to 
mind, but I could not approximate 
the pearls of paradise on the Ros- 
ary of my Monammedan friend. 

{. consulted Cruden’s Concord- 
ance to-find there some 50 names 
of our Lord, but I discovered that 
some of Cruden’s names were not 
on my list and -hat some of my 
memory names were not on Cru- 
den’s list, and concluded that nei- 
ther one had them zii. 

Where shall I tind them? In what 
book? Only one—the Book of 
Books. “Search the Scripture,” said 
our Lord. “They are they that tes- 
tify of me. Seek and ye shall find. 
Whatsoever he saith unto you do 
it.” I searched the Scriptures, and 
as I searched, I wrote down each 
name found in the first book, and 
the first chapter and the first verse 
of the New Testament to the last 
name found in the last book, the 
last chapter and the last verse, 
and I made some startling, en- 


. lightening and comforting discov- 


eries, and bowed my knee at. the 
name of Jesus, “That at the name 
of Jesus every knee should bow.” 
It was the first time I knew Him 
by his full name. 

His first name in the New Tes- 
tament was brought. from Heaven 
to earth by the Angel Gabriel to 
the humble home of the Virgin 
Mother before his birth, as tola in 
the Gospel according to Luke, in 
what Wm. E. Gladstone called the 
most beautiful book that was ever 


‘ written, and when asked by Queen 


Victoria what he regzrded as the 
most beautiful story ‘n the most 
beautiful book, he replied, “The 
story of the birth of our Lord as 
told hy Doctor Luke.” 


Not by Matthew, Mark or John, 
but by Doctor Luke, who was not 
to be deceived by the story of a 
virgin-born child unless it was di- 
vinely authenticated. This is the 
story he called, “The literary gem 
of the ages.” 

Prophesy Fulfiled 

“In the sixth month the Angel 
Gabriel was SENT from God, into 
a city named Nazareth, to a virgin 
espoused to a man whose .name 
was woseph, of the house of David, 
S name was Mary. 
And the angel came in and said 
unto her, Hail thou that art highly 
favored, the Lord is with thee! 
Blessed art thou among women... . 


‘Fear not, for thou has found favor 


with God, and behold, thou shalt 
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ee forth a son, and thou shalt 
call his name Jesus.”” And my Ros- 
ary began! I had my first pearl, 
the Pearl of Greatest Price, as the 
beginning of the string. “And he 
shall be great, and he shall be 
called, The Son of the Highest, and 
I had my second pearl. “And the 
Lord God shall give unto him the 
throne of hig father David, and he 
shall reign over the house of Ja- 
cob forever, and of His kingdom 
there shall be no end.” 


And Mary said, “How shall these 
things be, seeing I know not a 
man’” “And the angel answered 
and said, The -Holy Ghost shall 
come upon thee, and the power of 
the highest shall overshadow thee; 
therefore also that holy thing that 
shall be born of thee shall be called 
The Son of God.” : 

And I had the third pearl for my 
Rosary, brought by the heavenly 
messenger “sent from God, the 
first three pearls at the beginning 
of the string, found in the first 
chapter of the Gospel according to 
St. Luke. 

And Mary said, “Behold the 
handmaid of the Lord, be it unto 
me according to thy word.” Now 
all this was done that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken of the 
Lord my the prophet ,saying, “‘Be- 
hold \a..virgin shall be with child 
and shall bring forth a son, and 
they shall call his name Immanuel 
— God with us.” And I had my 
fourth pearl. 

“And there were in the, same 
country shepherds abiding in the 
field keeping watch over their 
flocks by night, and lo, the angel 
of the Lord came upon them, and 
the glory of the Lord shone round 
about them, and they were sore 
afraid. And. the angel said. unto 
them, “Fear not, for behold I bring 
you good tidings of great joy, 
which shall be to all people. For 
unto you is born this day, in the 
city of David, a Saviour (5th), 
which is Christ (6th), the Lord,” 
and I had my seventh pearl: Jesus, 
Son of the Highest, Son of God, 
Immanuel, Saviour, Christ, Lord — 
the first SEVEN names brought 
from heaven before the Star of the 
East led the Wise Men to the place 
of his birth. 


A Mystical Number 


The humanity, the divinity and 
the deity of our Lord is confirmed 
from heaven by this mystical num- 
ber of seven. Every claim made by 
our Lord for himself, by the pro- 
phets who foretold him, by his dis- 
ciples and apostles who followed 
Him, by the evangelists who wrote. 
of Him —is confirmed by the two 
heavenly witnesses in those SEV- 
EN names given Him from heaven. 


In the controversy with the Jews 
as recorded in the 22nd chapter of 
St. Matthew’s Gospel, Jesus turned 
on them with the question: ‘“What 
think ye of Christ; whose son is 
He?” Here is the answer sent from 
God out of heaven... Jesus, Son 
of the Highest, Son of God, Im- 
manuel, Savior, Christ, Lord! Sev- 
en names sent from heaven before 
He was given a name on earth — 
after his birth. And the first name 
is found to be the seventh word of 
the first book, first chapter, first 
verse, and the first line of the New 
Testament: 

“The book of the generation of 
Jesus’ — seven! Not of Mark in 
whose names there are but four 


letters; not of Luke or John in 


whose names there are likewise 
four letters, but in Matthew, in 
whose name there is the key num- 
ber of the Bible —M-A-T-T-H-E-W 
—Seven! And I read on to the last 
book, and the last chapter, and the 
last page to find that the last name 
of our Lord in the New Testament 
Revelation ends with seven.

“Ye were not redeemed with cor- 
ruptible things such as silver and 
gold, but with the precious blood 
of Christ .... For the blood of 
Christ .. . For the blood of Jesus 
Christ, His Son, cleanseth us from 
all sin.” 

That-is the glad tidings of great 
joy that shall be to all peope. “For 
unto you is born this day in the 
city of David; a Saviour. For the 
Son of Man is come to seek and 
save that which was lost.” That is 
the Gospel; that is The Word that 
St. Paul exhorted Timothy to 
preach, the Word that became flesh 
and dwelt among us — “God in 
Christ, reconciling the world unto 
himself,” confirmed by the first 
seven names given him from heav- 
en. I read on to discover that the 
first name given Him on earth af- 
ter His birth was a confirmation 
of the seven names given Him from 
heaven. before His birth, as told

The answer is, we taught them 
to mind outside of church servive 
and so they. would mind then in 
the church service. If regularly, in 
the home, children are made to 
obey, taught that it is right, that 
punishment will be swift and sure, 
and that praise and fellowship de- 
pend upon obedience, why the saire 
children who obey at home will 
obey in church.

You can put 
it down that children who do not 
behave in church do not hehave 
elsewhere. 

It takes lots of grace and some 
praying, but I think it takes a 
whole lot more discipline than 
prayer to make good babies.

tional revival among all the Jews, 
that Mordecai, the ew prime min- 
ister, established the amnual teast 
of Jewry, Purim, which is ooserved 
among Orthodox Jews to this day, 
on the fourteenth and fifteenth uay 
of the month Adar, “As the days 
wherein the Jews rested from their 
enemies, and which was turned un- 
to them from sorrow to joy, and 
from mourning to a good day: that 
they should make them days of 
feasting and joy, and of sending 
portions one to another, and gifts 
to the poor’ (Esther 9:21;22). 
Though the spiritual details are 
not given, it was really a great re- 
vival, and it came in answer to 
prayer. 

Many more examples could he 
given in the Old Testament, but we 
press on to more explicit exan:pies 
in the New Testament. 


|. New Testament Cases Where 

Christians Were Filled With the 

Holy Spirit For Service In Direct 
Answer To Prayer 


a. The Revival ut Pentecost. Acis 
1:13, 14, tells-us, “And when they 
were come in, they went up into 
an upper room, where abode both 
Peter, and James, and John, and 
Andrew, Philip, and Thomas, Bar- 
tholomew, and Matthew, James, 
the son of Alphaeus, and Simon 
Zelotes, and Judas the brother of 
James. These all continued with 
one accord in prayer and supplica- 
tion, with the women, and Mary 
the mother of Jesus, and with his 
brethren.” Jesus had commanded 
the disciples to tarry in Jerusalem 
until they be endued with power 
from on high. They took Hin lit- 
erally. To tarry in this case meant 

_ to pray, so in this case they ‘cun- 
tinued in prayer and suppiicaticvn.” 
When the bridegroom should be 
taken, away, then His disciples 
would fast, the Saviour said ‘ Matt. 
9:15). When Jesus was taken 
away into Heaven after giving the 
great commission, the disciples +1.- 
tered into the upper room and there 
they steadfastly continued in pray- 
er and supplication, and I believe, 
also with fasting. And after 3ome 
ten days, on the day of Pentecost, 
“they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost,” and began to speak might- 
ily for God, and some three thou- 


sand souls were saved and bap- 
tized! 

There is a clear connection be- 
tween the tarrying, the continuing 
steadfastly in prayer before Pents- 
cost and the mighty power that 
came. at Pentecost. What happened 
at Pentecost was simply a mighty 
revival, and it carne in answ-r to 
prayer. It is said that an undue 
and too great emphasis or. cispen- 
sational truth should have been ap- 
plied to Pentecost by many ,and 
the clear Bible -teachiag about 
what happened at Ventecust has 
been obscured. Actually he people 
prayed as they tarried 'n Jerisa- 
lem, to be endued with power from 
on high. Their prayer was abund- 
antly answered; they were fii:ed 
with the Holy Ghost, multitudes 
were saved. 


D. L. Moody, in one of his iast 
sermons in Boston, said the follow- 
ing about the Holy Spirit. 

“See how He came on the day of 
Pentecost! It is not carnal to pray 
that He may come again and that 
the place may be shaken. I believe 
Pentecost was but a speciman day. 
I think the church has made this 
woeful mistake, that Peat... ost was 
a miracle never to be. repeated. I 
have thought, too, that Pentecost 
was 4 miracle never to be repeated. 
I belicve now if we looked on Pen- 
tecost as a speciman day and }.e- 
gan to pray, we should have the 
old Pentecostal fire here in Bus- 
ton.” 

It was a sad day for those wh» 
took up the work of D. L. Moody 
when they forsook this -doctrine 
which made Moody the firebrand 
for God that He was. Moody be- 
lieved that one could pray and have 
the mighty fire of Pentecost upon 
him. Moody prayed; Moody had 
that power. Oh, that we would pray 
and that we might have the same 
power for the same purpose, the 
winning of precious souls! Fente- 
cost ‘was a great revival. 43 D. L. 
Moody’ called it, it was “a speci- 
man day,” a samiple of. what God 
is always willing to do. Do not be 
‘confused by the special and inci- 
dental miracles that happened at 
Pentecost. The speaking in other 
languages, the tongues of fire that 
rested on the Christians, the 
mighty cyclonic wind -— these were 
only incidental. They weren’t what 
Jesus commanded His disciples to

b. The second Jerusalem revivel 
following Pentecost. After the won- 


derful blessing of God at Pentecost, | 


as recorded in the second chapter 
of Acts, persecution began. The 
apostles were ferbidden to» preach 
further in Christ’s name and a de- 
cline of the work seemed immi- 
nent. The people went to- prayer, 
and as a result of that prayer, the 
fulness of the Holy Spirit came on 
them anew and a mighty revival 
followed. 

Acts 4:31 says, “And when they 
had prayed, the place was shaken 
where they were assembled togeth- 
er; and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and they spake 
the word of God with boldness.”’ In 
this verse, note that the following 
nine words are exactly like Acts 
2:4; “And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost.” Essentially the 
same thing happened in Acts 2.4 
and Acts 4:31; God’s people were 
filled with the Holy Ghost. Tt-eve- 


fore they spoke the Word of Ccd|. 


with boldness. 


Now see the wonderful results 
in the second revival. Acts 4:33 
says, “And with great power gave 
the apostles witness oi th? resur- 
rection of the Lord Jesus and great 
grace was upon them all.’ That is 


exactly the same blessing which 


Jesus promised the disciples would 
come at Pentecost. In Acts 1:5 He 
had said to them, “But ye shail 
receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost has come upon you, and ye 
shall. be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem,-and in all Judaea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most part of the earth.” 


And multitudes were saved in 
this second revival, just exactly as 
in the one at Pentec 3st. Reading 
on into the fifth chapter, verse 
fourteen tells us, “And believers 
were the more added to the Loxvd, 
multitudes both of men and we- 
men.” 


This revival came in answer to 
prayer. “And when they had 
prayed, the place was shaken where 
they were assembled together; and 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and they spake the Word 
of God with boldness. 


c. Saul, already converted, spent 
three days and nights in fasting 
and prayer and was filled with the 
Holy Spirit. In Acts 9:4-6 we read 
how Saul of Tarsus was converted 
as he-fell to the earth on the road 
to Damascus, and Christ revealed 
Himself to the persecutor of the 
saints. Saul surrendered to Jesus 
Christ, called Him Lord, and laid 
his whole life on the aitar. Right 
there Paul was saved, and called 
to preach. 

However, Paul went on to Da- 
mascus, blinded and led by the 
hand. He was in the deepest pray- 
er. Acts 9:9 says. “And he was 
three days without sight, and did 
neither eat nor drink.” The Holy 
Spirit then went to Ananias, and 
commanded him to call on Saul of 
Tarsus; “for, behold, he prayeth,’ 
said the Lord (Acts 9:11). Re- 
member this was after Paul was 
already saved. For three days ana 
nights he fasted and prayed. What 
was he praying tor? That was 
made clear in Acts 9:17. There we 
read, “And Ananias went his way, 
and entered into the house; and 
putting his hands on him said, Saul 
the Lord, even Jesus, that appeared 
unto thee in the way as thou cam- 
est, has sent me, that thou might- 
est receive thy sight, AND BE 
FILLED WITH THE HOLY 
GHOST.” I have put the last phrave 
in captials so you may see it. An- 
anias came to Saul for the express 
purpose that Paul should be filled 
with the Holy Ghost. The remain- 
der of the chapter tells how Paul 
immediately began to preach ine 
gospel with great power, “Proving 
that this is very Christ” (Acts 9: 
22), until he had to flee for his 
life, to Jerusalem. The fulness of 
the Holy Spirit came on Saul, af- 
ter his conversation, in answer to 
persistent tarrying in earnest pray- 
er.

I wrote them all down as the

He thanked me again 
for discovering for himself and 
Mrs. Bryan “The Day Star from 
on high, a star that shines,” he 
wrote, “when all others, fade. ”

Here it is after twenty years!

God In Christ Reconciling Men Unto Himself 


(Continued from page one) 


are of God. Don’t take that as 
though it were referring to the 
world as a whole. It has to do 
with the new creation, and in the 
new creation, all things are of God. 
“God. who hath reconciled us to 
Himself by Jesus Christ’ —-won- 
derful truth. By nature our hearts 
were at enmity against God, but 
He longs to have us brought back 
to Him, He longs to have us recon- 
ciled to Him. He sent prophets, He 
sent teachers, He sent His holy 
law; but these failed to overcome 
the enmity that was in the heart 
of man. So then God said, “I am 
going to send my own Son. I am 
going down to visit men in the 
person of my own Son, in order 
that they may be reconciled to 
me.” We read in verse nineteen 
that the message of reconciliation 
is this, that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto Him- 
self. God came down to earth and 
linked His deity with our humanity 
in the person of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 


He wanted. to make Himself 


known to man. But the only way 
He could do it, the only way He 
could drive the fear out of man’s 
heart and reconcile man to Him- 
self, was by uniting His eternal 
deity with the spirit and soul and 
body and mind of a man, the mind 
and body of a man. And He did 
that in Jesus Christ. When the ho- 
Iy babe lay there in Bethelehem’s 
manger, God was in Christ. When 
that child was growing up in Naz- 
areth, God.was in Christ. When at 
last He went to the cross of Cal- 
vary, and when He died there for 
our sins, God was in Christ, recon- 
ciling the world unto Himself. 
That explains it. There is no other 
explanation of-the mystery of the 
incarnation. God has come out to 
us, in the person of His blessed 
Son, seeking the sinner, and He 
has given to us now, we who be- 
lieve in Him, the ministry of re- 
conciliation, so that we go to men 
on His behalf. We read, “And now 
then we are ambassadors for 
Christ, as though God did beseech 
you by us, we pray you in Christ’s 
stead, be ye reconciled to God.” 

This is the mystery of the gos- 
pel which the ambassador carries 
to a world that is arrayed against 
God, a world that is filled with ha- 
tred and suspicion and does not 
understand God, and He pleads in 
God’s behalf, “Won’t you be recon- 
ciled to God?” The beautiful life 
of the. Lord Jesus Christ did not 
reconcile men to God. We might 
have thought it would have broken 
down all the enmity and men 
would have said, “If this is what 
God is like; if this is the way God 
feels toward us, We can not turn 
away from Him, we can not hate 
Him.” But that did not break them 
down. And so at last Christ went 
to the cross and we are told that 
“wé are reconciled to God through 
the death of His Son.’”’ When we 
see Him there giving His life for 
us, bearing the judgment that our 
sins deserve, that is what breaks 
us down. 

I will never forget how it spoke 
to my own heart, when I was just 
a lad. I used to sing, when I was 
a boy, a little hymn-—you never 


the way to the meeting, while he 
did the talking. On the return trip 
to the hotel! he spoke not a word. 
After midnight hé returned to my 
room, threw himself on his knees, 
wept like a child and cried, “I have 
found Him of whom Moses and the 
Prophets wrote... Jesus, the Son 
of God.” 

On one occasion the late Dr. 
Clarence A. Barbour, president of 
Brown University and my pastor 
at the Lake Avenue Baptist 
Church, Rochester, N. Y.,@for 18 
years, where I ws his deacofi, was 
in my audience. No one would 
think of Dr. Barbour as an emo- 
tional man, but how deep the cur- 
rent of-his life ran, only those who 
loved him knew.. He tarried until 
most of the congregation had de- 
parted, took my hand and with 
deep emotion, said, “I know whom 
I have believed, and-am persuaded 
that he is able to keep that which 
Ihave committed unto him against 
that day.”

pel. God gave His Son. God was 
manifest in Christ. He has come 
down to earth in the person of His 
Son,- and He came to draw our 
hearts unto Himself, and to make 
atonement for our sins on the 
cross. Surely worship and praise 
and adorati6n should rise up to 
Him. This is the message that we 
bring to the world: “We pray you 
in Christ’s stead, as though God 
did beseech you by us, be ye recon- 
ciled to God.” You know, some- 
times when sinners are troubled 
and anxious.and want to be saved, 
instead of sitting down with them 
over the Word of God, and show- 
ing them from Scripture what God 
has done in order that they might 
be saved, very well-meaning people 
will say, “Well, pray, brother, just 
pray. Keep on praying until you 
know you are saved.” I never saw 
anything like that in the Bible. 
I have never read that Ste- 
phen or Paul or John or any of the 
rest said to anxious souls, “Get 
down on your knees and pray until 
you know you are saved.” They 
did not tell them that. They said, 
“Believe the message that God has 
given. Turn to God in repentance. 
Put your trust in His blessed Son. 
When I realized that God was in 
Christ, reconciling the world unto 
Himself,” that the Saviour gave 
Himself for me on the cross, that 
wen my boyish heart, that broke 
down all the opposition. and led 
me to turn to Him and put my 
trust in Him, so that today my 
heart can sing, 3 


“By faith the Lamb of God I see 
Expiring on the cross for me. 
He paid the mighty debt I owed; 

He died because He loved me so. 
“For me the Father sent His Son; 
Forme the victory He won. 
To save my soul from endless woe, 
‘ He died because He loved me so.”’ 


When you do that, you are. recon- 
ciled to God.” Here, instead of ask- 
ing man to pray and. plead With 
God to save him, you have God 
pleading with man to let Him’ save 


him. He says, “as though God’did -— 


beseech you,” as. though God did 
beg you, we pray you in Christ’s 
stead be ye reconciled to God. 
Why? Because He has made Him 
to be sin for us, who knew no $8in, 
that we might be made the right- 
eousness of God in him. On Cal- 
vary’s cross all the work was fin- 
ished by whic) believers are justi- 


fied; now every one who puts‘his 


trust in Christ is saved eternally. 

Oh, if you never turned to Him 
before, if you never took the fost 
sinner’s place and trusted the lost 
sinner’s Saviour, I plead with you 
to do so now. Tell Him you will 
trust Him, tell Him that you wiil 
receive Him now by faith, The 
Scripture says, “But as many® as 
received him, to them gave” he 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to thém that believe on“his 
name.”
